Russe}!, it is understood, is instructed to In- 
form Bismarck that England, Austria, and 
Italy will unite to resist a violation of the 
treaty by Russia.

PaLace ZARKOESCLO, Oct. 9, 1870. 

Baron—Tbe successive alterations which 
the compromises considered to be the foun- 
dation of the equilibrium of Europe have in 
these last years undergone, have obliged the 
Imperial Cabinet to examine the influence on 
the political position of Russia therefrom re- 
sulting.

“The dispatches of Prince Gortschakoff ap- 
pear to assume that any on€“of the powers 
who have signedthe engagement may allege 
that occurences have taken place which, in 
its opinion, are at variance with the pro- 
visions of the treaty, and although this view 
is not shared and not admitted by the co-sign- 
aiory powers, we may found upon that allega- 
tion, nota request to those governments for 
the consideration of the case, but an an- 
nouncement to them that it has emancipated 
itself, or holds itself emancipated, 
from any stipulations of the treaty which 
it thinks fit to dieapprove. Yetit is quite 
evident that the effect of such doctrine and of 
any proceeding which, with or without the 
avowal founded upon it, is to bring 
the entire authonty and _ efficacy of 
treaties under the discretionary con- 
trol cf each ene of the powers 
who have signed them. The result would 
be the entire destruction of treaties in their 
essence, for, whereas, their whole object is to 
bind powers to one avother, and for this pur- 
poee each one of the powers surrenders the 
position of its free agency. By the doctrine 
and proceeding now in question, one of the 
parties, in its seperate and individual ca- 
pecity, brings back the entire subject 
into its own control, and remams 
bound only to itself. Accordingly 
Prince Gortschakoff has announced in those 
dispatches the intention of Rugsia to continue 
to oheerve certain of the provisions of the 
treaty. However sattsfactory this may be in 
itself, it 1 obviously an expression of the 
free will of that power which it might at any 
time alter or withdraw, and it is open to the 
fame objection asthe other portions of the 
communication, because it imphes the right of 
Russia to anppul the treaty on the ground of 
the allegation of which she constitutes ber- 
self the only judge.

THE TOWN BURNED.

Judge Wm. C. Lawes, a prominent lawyer 
of the place, and the Mayor of the town, Mark 
Schonberg, by consent of the citizens, wept 
down to the parich of 8t, James for the pur- 
pose of seeing Gen. O. F. Hunsucker, general 
of militia, and endeavor to induce hii to stop 
the troops from coming into town. In the 
mean ‘ime such horrible tales were circulated 
in regard to what the negroes intended to do 
that Dr. Franklin, a prominent citizen of the 
place, called upoh me and stated that there 
was a large force near the town from neigh- 
boring plantations, preparing to march upon 
it ummedietely. z 

After consulting witb me he and I went 
down, unarmed, to where the negroes were, 
for the purpose of ascertaining what was their 
object, and of, if possible, inducing them to 
abetain from any violence. We held a econ- 
ference with them, and they stated that they 
understood one of their men had been hurt 
and they intended to avenge him, and told 
Dr. Franklin to move his family out of the 
town if be didn’t wish to have them killed. [f 
neccessary, they intended to burn the town 
and lay it 1p entire waste, We remonstrated 
with them fora long while, and finding re- 
mocetrance useless, ret The citizens 
tben raised all the available force for the pur- 
pose of keeping them beck, in case they 
came. Thirty odd men in all were raised and 
stationed just below the town. Nothiog in 
the meantime bad been h from Judge 
Lawes or Schonberg, and great fears were en- 
tertained they had been murdered by the ne- 
groes, © 

No advarce was made during the night. 
When morning dawned the citizens returned 
to their usual avocations, beleving the ne- 
groes bad given up: their design. 

At ten o'clock great excitement prevailed 
amo the negroes of the town upon their 
learning the militia was coming in force. [n 
a few minutes the militia, accompanied by a 
mob of negroes with fifes and drums, and 
headed by Fisber and Oliver, appeared. They 
rushed into the public square, and at once 
commenced arresting every man of promi- 
perce in the place. My inteptions were to 
get away with my family and all in the house 
(I am the proprietor of the hotel) on the 
boat. 


When [ fourd their intentions were to take 
me I rushed with my family and frieuds on 
board the La Belle, which fortunately hap- 
pened to arrive. While 1 had my baby in my 
arms Fisber rode up to me, and, presenting a 
pistol, asked where I was goiog. I replied, 
“Tom gcing to = family on board the 
boat’’ He said, “G—d d—n you, don’t you 
leave. Report tome immediately.” I went 
immediately on board, and Fisher, returning 
tor his troops, rushed to the stage. The ca 
tain of the boat dropped it, leaving it on the 
bank, and backed out. 

It is my impression that all those who were 
#rrested will be shot. Some of the men said 
as much to me. The brother of Dr. Hun- 
sucker eaid they would «ill the parish judge, 
Morris Marks. 

The ladies were terribly frightened, and 
when the rush was made by the negroes to 
the boat [ bad determined to surrender to 
prevent an atteck on them. The captain, 
Lowever, bad becked out before they succeed- 
id ip getting on board. 

Everything at the hotel was left just as it 
stcod. The ladies had not time to take 
even a change of clothing or any of their 
jewelry. ° 

They are all now in the city, and at one 
time intended calling on Governor Warmoth 
just as they are, but refrsined trod doing #0 
under ibe belief thet any appeal to him would 
be a mere waste of breath. 

From the clerk of the Governor Allen I 
learn that at 12 o’clock Wednesday night the 
town waste flames. I[ also beard that both 
Mayor Schon and Judge Lawes bad been 
murdered, and that their bodies were-terribly 
mangled. is, however, 1 do not give from 
my own knowledge.

The Imperial Correspendence on the 
Present War. 

The London Times reviews what has been 
published of the French Emperor’s pri- 
vate correspondence, and gives a number of 
interesting extracts from the letter-book of 
Napoleon and from the private correspond- 
evce of his secret cabinet. 

The first paper referring to the present war 
emtodies an elaborate set of regulations to 
come into force when the court shall take the 
field. On the 7th of August, the day after 
Woerth, the Empress telegraphs to the Prin- 
cess Mathilde;

Lospox, Novy. 20.—A correspondent of the 
Observer, writivg from Versailles on the 15th, 
gives a gloomy picture of the German situa- 
tion. It seems that no bombardment of Paris 
is possible before next spring, as the heavy 
guns have pot yet been brought up, owing to 
the muddy roads. The Germans are con- 
structing entrenchments 1m their rear to guard 
against attack from the French. 

The hospitals, too, are sald to be ina bad 
eordition and filled with sick, who die rapid- 
ly, aud their plaees are immediately filled with 
new victims. The prevalent diseases are 
pneumonia aud small-pox. 

The Fresch continue with incessant activity 
throwimg up new works and arming them 
with gure, whereof they seem to have an in- 
exbeustible supply. They are digging rifle- 
pite, and also apparently constructing mines, 
An ominous silence bas prevailed fgr some 
dsys in their large forte, and there has been 
very little firimg. Great bodies of troops are 
exercised every day.on the pleins in front of 
Mt. Valerien, on the penmesula bounded by 
the Seine, acd on the roads leading south of 
the city.
